Noting no apparent life around 
the house, he entered, when he heard 
the wailing of a child, seemingly be­ 
neath him. 
Hailing the cellar trap, he was hor­ 
rified to see the feet of Mr. Thorburn, 
who 
had 
apparently 
been 
thrown 
headlong down. 
Thorburn had bei n shot at close 
range from behind, the bullet em oting 
the left shoulder blade' and piercing 
the lung. 
In tho next cellar Dixon found a 
four-year-cld boy. still partly dazed by 
a vicious blaw on the head. 
A two-year-old girl. hiding unharmed 
in tin1 oven. who the next find. 
She 
was wailing for her m other, who, she 
said, was iii the “hole.” indicating the 
well. 
The rem ains of Mrs. Thorburn and 
her m otlier were located in the bush 
some distance from the house. 
Mrs. 
Thorburn had been shot through the 
heart and her throat cut, while the 
elderly lady’s throat was cut and her 
head badly gashed. 
The bodies were j 
partly concealed with hay. 
The boy indicated that the crime 
was com m itted on Sunday. 
“John did it; he shot papa and hit 
me, and I went to sleep,” wras the 
child's version. 
Tile rn iehbcrhood turned out en 
m asse 
seeking the m urderer, John 
Uesci. v/ho had bt en employed by 
Geol 7C Thorburn f< r about six months. 
He is a H unitarian about tw enty two 
years old 
stoutly built, and has a 
had tem per. 
It was only about a week 
ago th at he chased Thorburn with a 
pitchfork. 
Mosel was easily traced despite his 
big start 
Taking a team of Thor- 
tfurn's heavy hot sos, he drove without 
any apparent attem pt at concealm ent 
In th 0 direction of the Touchwood 
hills, stopping at farm s to sleep and 
eat. inouiring th? >*oad to Regina, 
where he said his parents resided. 
The Thorburn family was composed 
of Mr. and Mrs. Thorburn, aged forty- 
one and thirty, respectively, a boy and 
a girl, aged four and two years, and 
Mrs McNevin. mother of Mrs. Thor­ 
burn aged sjxty years.

Mesci on a charge of m urder. 
Mesei 
adm itted the triple murder.

Analysis show s that the election 
which resulted in the defeat by the 
fusion forces of every im portant T am ­ 
many Democratic candidate below the 
mayor, was m ore of a victory for the 
anti-Tammany Qen.ocrats, who had 
lined up with th e Republicans under 
the 
fusion 
banner, 
than 
for 
the 
straight out Republicans. 
Anti-Tammany 
Democrats, elected 
on the Republican-fusion ticket, for 
four years will be in absolute control 
of the city's purse strings. 
They will 
have a clear m ajority in the board of 
estim ate and apportionm ent, one of 
the most pow erful municipal bodies 
in any city cf th e world, and th ere­ 
fore the right of spending m ore than 
a billion dollars of the city’s money. 
The board of estin ate, as elected, 
includes, besides Mayor-elect Gaynor 
—who in the p ast has been a strong

TIiis great loin of life among the 
little ones at the period when they 
are most loving and most lovable 
could bo prevented, is the opinion of 
Dr. Tressy L. W ilbur, chief sta tisti­ 
cian for vital statistics of the census 
bureau, who prepared the bulletin, on 
the basis of present day knowledge of 
sanitary m easures.

plishment of effective preventive work 
in this direction, Dr. Wilbur holds 
th at the pre rapt registration of all 
births and the more careful and pre­ 
cise statem ent of causes of death by 
physicians arc essential.
